LIMITED ESCAPES WRECK 





Wreckers Planned Disaster to 
Passenger Train, but De- 
lay Saved It. 


PETERSBURG, Ind., July 12.—Spikes 
driven tight into the Southern Railway 
Switch at the Jackson mine siding, 
eight miles west of here, caused the 
wreck of the fast westbound freight 
and the death of three of its crew, at 
6 a. m. today. Bloodhounds, followed by 
a mob of angry citizens, are searching 
for the wreckers. 

John B. Fanning, fireman, and W. B. 
McWilliams, engineer, were s0 
scalded that both died a few minutes 
later. While: Luther .Capeheart,’ son of 
Rev. Capeheart of Winslow, who . was 
brakeman, lost his right arm and left 
leg and died a few hours later. .

Jacob Richtman and James Richt- 
man, both of Nauvoo, IIL, veteran 
pilots on the Upper Mississippi, were 
in charge of the Quincy. Jacob Richt- 
man was in the pilot ‘house when the 
Quincy sank. The shifting of a sand- 
bar in the river is believed to have 
caused the trouble. The Quincy, it is 
said, struck this bar and this swung 
the boat around onto a snag. 

When the boat began to sink Pilot 
Richtman sent the craft out into the 
channel, but Capt. Killeen ordered the 
boat back to shore so the people 
could be removed from the boat in safe- 
ty. The boat is settling very rapidly 
and it is feared will fall over on her 
side into the river before help can be 
secured to raise the boat. 

Capt. Killeen is on the boat, but he 
and the crew, all but four men, will 
depart tonight for St. Louis. The Sid- 
ney will replace the Quincy in the 
trade between St. Louis and St. Paul 
at once.

A search of Riggs’ residence by the 
police has supplied enough evidence to 
have convicted him of the crimé, even 
had he not acknowledged it by his own 
act. Riggs was so well thought of at 
Elroy that the village authorities hesi- 
tated to arrest him when requested to 
do so by the Minneapolis police. After 
he was nominally placed under arrest he 
was allowed to go several miles out in 
the country to visit his wife and daugh- 
ter, who were staying at a friend's. He 
returned to Elroy with them and was 
being kept at the hotel when he re- 
quested to go to a toilet room. It has 
now been established that, knowing the 
premises thoroughly, he searched sev- 
eral rooms until he found a large re- 
volver with which he sent a_ bullet 
crashing through his head.

which called for steady habits and self 
control. 

Miss Ellison was found dying in the 
National Hotel Tuesday afternoon. She 
had been knocked in the head with a 
hammer, tied to a couch and the couch 
set afire, after having been saturated 
with wood alcohol. The woman is 
known to have had more than $2000 on 
her person, having cashed a draft for 
that amount at one of the banks dur- 
ing the day. 

When she appeared at the bank to 
cash the order, which was drawn on an 
institution in her home town, she was 
accompanied by a man who closely an- 
swers the description of Riggs. 

The man also accepted the room above 
her in the hotel. Shortly before her body 
was found he left the hotel, carrying 
two valises. Upon this information 
Riggs was arrested here yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

The amount is variously esti- 
mated, but I am positive she had at 
least $3000 with her, and it may have 
been as much as $6000.’’

those of the Quincy, the rescuers from 
Winona sailed alongside the upper decks, 
where a large remnant of the passen- 
gers still sat with their baggage gath- 
ered about them. This made the work 
of rescue more rapid, but it was day- 
light before the last of the travelers 
reached shore. 

Fire addea alarm to the experience of 
the passengers in_ the midst of the re- 
moval. It started on the boiler deck, 
but was kept from spreading, although 
for a few minutes the danger to the boat 
was extreme. Not all of the passen- 
egrs learned of the fire until it wg; 
practically subdued. 

Capt. Killeen, almost alone of the 
crew, remained on board the Quincy, be- 
ing driven to the highest point of the 
boat as it settled on the river’s bed. 

Kew of the refugees cared where they 
were taken from the litUe town of Trem- 
pealeau. Some insisted on waiting for a 
St. Paul train, but many were content 
to take a local train for La Crosse in the 
other direction. The larger part of those 
who took the St. Paul train got off at 
Winona, the sooner to get to sleep.

Everybody was saved in the disaster 
to the steamer Quincy, four miles from 
here last night. So far as I know, not 
one of the passengers fell into the 
river. It was seven hours after the 
accident before all the passengers were 
taken off the half submerged boat, but 
during that time none of them was in 
danger. 7 

It was 10:30 o’clock when the accident 
occurred. The steamer, with all lights 
burning, was plowing through the water 
a hundred yards frem the shore. The 
decks were filled with passengers, who 
were enjoying the breezes. Very few 
had retired. 

Suddenly there was a shock, and the 
boat trembled and shivered from end 
to end and came to a stop. The pas- 
sengers did not know what had hap- 
pened, but the violence of7zthe shock 
showed them that damage had been 
done, and for a time there was consid- 
erable excitement. Capt. Killeen and 
the other officers, keeping perfectly cool, 
went among the passengers assuring 
them that there was no danger and 
begging them to be calm. 

Life preservers were placed in the 
hands of all of the women and as the 
boat headed toward the shore the pas- 
sengers hurried to the upper decks. 

Within a few feet of the shore the 
boat sunk, but the water on the shore 
side was so shallow that the boiler 
deck on that side remained above the 
water. The boat listed, and the oppo- 
site side of the boiler deek sank under 
the water. 

Boat Lurches Violently. 


The lurch of the boat as it settled to 
the bottem was alarming, and the lights 
going out increased fear, but the officers 
assured the passengers that it was rest- 
ing on the bottom and could not turn 
over, and they soon overcame their 
fears. 

Although the boat lay only a few feet 
from shore, it was in such a position 
that the passengers could be taken off 
only from the water side. Officers of 
the boat who were put ashore sent ap- 
peals to Winona for help, and in a short 
time launches were on the scene. In 
these the women and children were 
taken off first and landed at Winona. 

All the women and children had been 
taken off before midnight. It was 5:30! 
this morning before the last of the men 
was taken off, but there was little dis- 
comfort. They sat on the dry side of 
the boat and waited. 

If a fire started on the boiler deck, 
few of the passengers Knew about it 
and there was no panic on that account. 
After the boat sank none of the pas- 
sengers was permitted to strike a match 
or to smoke. The boat was in complete 
darkness, but enough light to enable 
the passengers to be taken off safely in 
the launches was provided by the lan- | 
terns carried by the officers and crew. 

After the four or five launches which 
came from Winona had taken all the 
passengers off, they returned and took 
off all the personal baggage. 

Highest credit is due Capt. Killeen 
and the other officers of the boat for 
the coolness and courage with which 
they handled the dangerous situation. 
If they had become rattled lives would 
certainly have been lost.

Some Hurt tn Rush. 


Eugene H. Kurtz of 2000 South Broad- 
way was one of the St. Louisans saved 
from the burning boat. By long-dis- 
tance telephone from La Crosse, Wis., 
Mr. Kurtz said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday: 

“The fact that there was a fire on 
the boat first became known to us when 
the boat was approaching a landing. 
People along the shore hurried out in 
smail boats.” 

Mr. Kurtz was not injured. He says 
that some of the passengers were 
bruised in the rush to escape from the 
steamer. 

Among the passengers on the Quin- 
cy seen by a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent in Winona, was James Blain, 
Mayor of Springfield. Mo. Mr. Blain 
and his wife were traveling from 8t. 
Louis to St. Paul. 

Mr. Blain said: “Our boat struck a 
huge snag about half way back on the 
boat. A large hole was torn in the 
hull, and the boat sank rapidly. The 
passengers rushed to the top deck, but 
this was s00n under water. 

“The rescue party from Winona, 
with launches, did great work in tak- 
ing men, women and children from 
the top deck, 

“Fifteen minutes after all were safe 
the bow of the boat went under the 
water.” 

Mayor Blain also praised the coolness 
of Capt. Killeen and the crew, attribut- 
ing the prevention of fatalities to them.

Evidence Sought That St. Louis 
Fuel Is Controlled 
by It.

The monopoly of the coal traffic in St. 
Louis by the Terminal Association was 
brought out in effect by Attorney E. C. 
Crow for the United States Government 
when he placed William E. ‘Burr, presi- 
dent of the Carterville Coa] Co., on the 
stand Thursday morning in the hearing 
before Commissioner R. E. Rombauer. 

Mr. Crow said that the testimony of 
Mr. Burr showed in effect that the Ter- 
minal Association, through the rail- 
roads which are its members, controls 
the freight rates, and, therefore, the 
prices of coal,.and can either keep It 
out of the city or let it in. 

The counsel for both sides held a 
meeting before the resumption of the 
hearing, after which United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Dyer announced that an 
agreement and stipulation had heen 
entered into that the Government should 
have until Oct. 20 to conclude its testi- 
mony and the Terminal Association 
would have from that date until Nov. 
1 to introduce its side of the case. 

After Nov. 1, he said, the Government 
would be allowed 10. days for rebuttal, 
the Terminal having announced that it 
would introduce little testimony and 
would stand principally on the points 
of law involved. It is expected that 
the case will reach the United States 
Court of Appeals during its mid-winter 
sitting. 

Rates on Coal. 

Mr. Burr stated that his company oOp- 
erates mines about 100 miles southeast 
of St. Louis in Williamson County, Illi- 
nois, and that until the spring of 1905 
there was an established freight rate 
on coal of 62% cents. 


Then the Iron Mountain Railroad, 
which is a division of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, ran its new alley line down that 


way, he said, and he learned that this. 


road was carrying coal for 40 cents a 
ton, while he was paying 62% cents to 
the Illinois Central. 

The witness said he had the secretary 
of his company get a waybill of the Iron 
Mountain, which showed this condition. 
He took it to F. H. Harwood, in charge 
of coal traffic for the Central, and de- 
manded the reason for the difference 
between the rates, deciaring that he 
wanted equally good rates. 

Mr. Harwood promised to fix the mat- 
ter all right, said the witness, and 
though he did not know what action the 
traffic man took with the Coal Traffic 
Bureau, the matter was adjusted. 

It was just after this statement that 
Mr Crow announced that the control of 
the coal traffic of St. Louis was showa 
to be in the power of the Terminal As- 
sociation. 

In this statement Mr. Crow referred to 
the connection between the teyimony of 
Burr and that of R. N. Fraser, who was 
on the stasd Wednesday. Fraser, who 
is secretary of the St. Louis Coal Traf- 
fic Bureau, had testified that folowing 
a complaint that the Missouri Pacific 
had cut the rate on coal, F. H. Harwood 
of the Illinois Central had complained 
to the bureau. The rate was restored. 
This was the same transaction referred 
tou by Burr and the ease with which 
Harwood forced a restoration of the 
date is taken by the Government counsel 
to indicate that there is a combine lo 
contral rates on coal from the Illinois 
bituminous flelds to St. Louis. 

O. A. Orvis, a grain merchant; E. H. 
Ehrier, traffic manager of the Graham 
Paper Co.; H. Blankenmeister, a 
glassware dealer, and Edward Knippen- 
berg of the Knippenberg Grocery Co. 
testified, and with the exception of Mr. 
Orvis, all stated that it was necessary 
for them to operate their own teams be- 
cause it was more economical! and rapid 
than the handling by the Terminal. 

They said that if their goods were 
turned over to the Terminal Association 
they were sometimes from 24 to 48 hours 
being placed on cars and this ham- 
pered them in favor of Ciricinnati, In- 
dianapolis and Chicago. 

Mr. Orvis said he had frequently 
found delays of as high as 10 days in 
getting cars across the river from the 
East Side.

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THE TRANSIT COMPANY JUGGLE. 

Judge, Bisher’s decision holding the United Rail- 
ways Co. free from liability for claims against the 
St. Louis Transit Co. emphasizes, the ease with 
which, under our laws, corporations can be or- 
ganized and. psged for juggling purposes. 

After the consolidation of the street railways in 
this city, the St. Louis Transit Co. was formed as 
an operating company. All of the consolidated 4 
railways were leased by it. With no asset but the 
lease, the Transit cofhpany used that flimsy basis 
for the issue of stocks far in excess of*the actual! 
value of the leased properties. These stocks were 
manipulated and unloaded on the public at good 
prices. The operating force smashed pedestrians 
and vehicles until many damage suits were piled up 
against the company, and then, the promoters of the 
consolidation having used it to make large profits 
through the sale of securities, found that it could 
not be maintained at a profit. It collapsed, the orig- 
inal company taking over the properties. The Transit 
company being insolvent and unable in its over- 
loaded condition to operate the railway at a profit, 
the lease was, of course, valueless. Those who had 
bought its stock upon glittering promisés and those 
who had claims against it and sued it as a real cor- 
poration discovered their mistake. All the proper- 
ties and the profits of promotion and manipulation 
are in the hands of the promoters and manipulators. 
The Transit company was a fake and a fraud. 

This is the sort of corporation jugglery which 
convinces the people that sweeping reforms are 
necessary. 
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In Iceland there is “no Jail, no Penitentiary; 
there is no court, and only one policeman. Not a 
drop of alcoholic liquor is imported or made on the 
island. There is not an illiterate, and not a child 10 
years old unable to read.” But Iceland is only half 
the size of Missouri.

They have a Mayor in Marion, O., who is also 
the first citizen of the town. His name is Louis 
Scherff. 
When Mr. Scherff sits as a Municipal Judge he 
makes his own rules. A case came before him in 
which the evidence was insufficient according to 
legal rules. “Not from the evidence offered, but 
because of what I know myself,” he said, “I fine 
you $5 and costs.” It is his practice to give offend- 
ers time to pay fines. Very few omit to discharge 
the debt in full. 
Besides, Mr. Scherff is counselor-at-large to the 
whole town. People who get into difficulty, hus- 
bands and wives who quarrel, bring their troubles to 
him. He also exercises the powers of a censor after 
the old Roman fashion, When he thinks a young 
man is going wrong he sends for him and talks to 
him like a good uncle. ° 
All this is very simple and patriarchal. It is a 
pity great cities can’t be so managed. Think of the 
Mayor being the real first citizen.

New “Standard” in Handwrit- 
ing From Which Other Let- 
‘ters Will Be Gauged.

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 12.—Denying 
the authorship of a letter to Susie Wag- 
ner, servant, known as “Exihibt 6,” 
which she had previously testified was 
in ‘her handwriting, Mrs. Mary Scott 
Hartje was a witness when the hearing 
in the divorce case was resumed this 
morning. Mrs. Hartje said she had 
come to the conclusion after an exam- 
ination of the letter at her lawyer's of- 
fice during the week's recess that the 
handwriting was not hers. 

“Il wrote Susie Wagner a letter,” the 
witness continued, “in which there were 
- Many of the same expressions, but the 
Sentence to the effect that I wanted 
Susie on my side was never written by 
me.’’ 

Mrs. Hartje's statement caused a com- 
motion and a hurried consultation on 
the part of the plaintiff's expert's as the 
Wagner letter was one of the sthndards 
in the case by which the other letters 
were to be compared. The repudiation 
of the letter apparently indicated a new 
turn in the plan of the defense and 
the establishment of a new ‘‘standard” 
in handwriting from which the other 
letters will be gauged by the experts. 

Mrs. Hartje was then closely ques- 
tioned as to what she did during the re- 
cess. particularly as to the examination 
of the “standard letters.’’ During the 
course of the examination the witness 
Was extremely nervous. At the con- 
Clusion of the examination David W. 
Carvalho, the New York handwriting 
expert, was called to the stand. 


Expert Carvelho Testifies. ~ 


Carvalho said he had examined the let- 
ters and he found that some were writ- 
ten by cone hand and some by others. 


“TI do not think,’’ said the witness, ‘‘that 
exhibit No. “%, the Wagner letter, was 
written in the same hand.”’ 

Concerning exhibit 34, an envelope, the 
witness sald: 

“The handwriting on that envelope is 
hot the bandwriting of the other letters, 
but a fair resemblance.”’ 

On exhibit 3 he found that some of 
the pieces had been misplaced and that 
the pencil Was applied to it. He be- 
lieved it to have been written by the 
fame person who wrote the Wagner let- 
ter.and that letters 19 and 20 were also 
in the same hand,

His in- 
juries, while painful, are not at present 
serious, but his immunity he owes to 
his 13-year-old sister, Jennie, whose 
courage saved him at least more serious 
wounds, if not fatal injuries. 

The boy is the son of Joseph. Murphy, 
a veteran of the Spanish-Améfican war, 
who is a paralytic, because of injuries 
received on board the battleship In- 
diana, of which he was the chief ma- 


chinist. 

While the father, Joseph and his sis- 
ter, were sitting in the parlor of their 
home yesterday afternoon, playing 
with a pet bulldog, the animal sud- 
denly made a leap for Murphy's 


throat. 

Falling short, the maddened dog 
fell into the lap of the helpless fa- 
ther. He bit him several times on 
the forearm and chewed a piece out 
of his hand. 

Little Joseph, seeing his father’s 
plight, seized the dog by the tail and 


the animal transferred his attack to 
the boy. Time and again he bit 
through his clothing, while the lad 
screamed at the top of his voice and 
blood streamed from his wounds. 
When the boy had fallen, with the 
dog's teeth fastened in his shoulder, 
Jennie ran into the street crying for 
help. A crowd had collected in front 
of the house, but no one was brave 
enough to attempt to save the boy. A 
policeman who had appeared on the 
scene, refused to enter the house, 
though he had pulled out his revoly- 


er. 

Jennie ran into the kitchen, and 
Scizing a broom, came back single- 
handed to fight off the dog. Several 
blows on the dog's head made him re- 
lease his hold on the boy, who had 
fainted. Jennie drove the animal into 
a closet and locked the door on him. 

Unable to get assistance from the 
crowd, the girl ran to a nearb\ drug 
store and telephoned to the German 
Hospital, asking them to send an am- 
bulance for her father and _ brother, 
both of whom were lying unconscious 
on the parlor floor. 

When her elder brother arrived 
from work she told him of the trou- 
ble. She says she did not have time 
to faint after the dog had been locked 
up. Her brother shot the dog. 

At the hospital the father was treat- 
ed and sent home, but the boy was 
sent to a ward, where he will be for 
weeks.

Prof. Strong, Mr. Rockefeller'’s son- 
in-law, said to the same French report- 
er: 

“The issuing of a warrant ts al) ab- 
surd. A word of explanation from Mr. 
Rockefeller will dismiss it.”’ 

Prof. pene was told that the Ohio 
warrant is noperative outside that 
State, but Sheriff Groves vows he will 
serve it the instant Mr. Rockefeller sets 
foot in Ohio, ; 

Prof. Strong was asked whether, in 
view of these facts, Mr. Rockefeller 
would sail for the United States on next 
Friday, as he had intended.

YOUNG GIRL A SUICIDE 


Father Charges Housekeeper 
With Cruelty and Woman 
Also Commits Suicide. 





Special to the Poat-Dispatch, 

TOLEDO, O., July 12.—Katie Winover 
committed suicide in almost the same 
spot in the Maumee as that chosen by 
Clara Strayer, aged 17, for whose death 
the Winover woman was blamed by the 
girl's father, Lincoln Strayer. 

Brooding, it is alleged, over the mis- 
treatment she had received at the hands 
of Katie Winover, the father’s house- 
keeper, Clara committed suicide in the 
Maumee Sunday night. She left a note 


telling her father that she was going to 


her mother, 

Until Tuesday that was the accepted 
story. But Tuesday afternoon another 
phase of the case presented itself and 
aroused suspicions that the suicide the- 


ory might not be right. 
the discovery of a second note, purport- 
ing to have come from the girl, in which 
she said over the same signature us 
the first note—“Clara’’—that she wanted 
to say good-by, and that she had gone 
because she was ill-treated by Katie. 
The mystery was that the notes were 
written in entirely different hands. Ex- 
erts say that the two notes could not 
have been written by the same per- 
son, 

Lineoln Strayer. the girl's father, is a 
wealthy cattle dealer, living near Grand 
Rapids, which is a short distance up 
the river from Toledo. When his gifl, 
Clara, was a nursing infant her mother 
died. Three years later Katie Winover 
was installed as housekeeper in the 
Strayer home. According to. stortles 
afloat, from the time Clara was old 
enough to go to school she was iill- 
treated by the woman when her father 
was away. For one case of ill-treat- 
ment she was discharged, but soon re- 
turned to work. This rather lends color 
to some of the stories afloat, although 
the father swears that had he Known 
of the girl’s abuse he would have dis- 
charged the Winover woman. 

Whether or not the suspicion of mur- 
der or possibly foul play can ever be 
developed into a reality is doubtful now 
from the fact that the one who knew 
most about the case, Katie Winover, is 
herself a suicide.

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BALLOONISTS RAMBLE _ 
ABOUT MANHATTAN 


IN DIRIGIBLE ‘SHIP 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 12.—After rambling 
in a balloon over Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn for nearly four hours and. with 
many hairbreadth escapes, Dr. Julian 
P. Thomas ang. Roy Knabenshue, the 
airship expert, startled dear old Flat- 
bush while it was at dinner last even- 
ing by settling in its midst. Both aero- 
nauts said they had a great trip and 
they told-a mighty interesting story. 
For the first time in the history of 
aeronautics in this country Dr. Thomas 
used a sea anchor, and he demonstra- 
ted to the satisfaction of himself and 
Knabenshue that with such appliance 
air sailors need have little fear of being 
swept far to sea. The Thomas anchor 
was improvised from a sugar barrel; 
but imperfect as it was it served its 
purpose and would have, indefinitely, 

in an open seaway. 

On account of adverse winds the doc- 
tor and Knabenshue were compelled to 
make a trial of the drag in the East 
River near Eighty-third street. It held 
the big balloon, “‘The Nirvanna’’—the 
largest on the continent—as steady as 
a rock for fully five minutes. Then a 
gust of wind carried the" gas bag over 
on the Manhattan shore and the sugar 
barre] smashed to pieces against a pier 
at Eighty-second street. With a s@€a 
anchor made of canvas this would not 
have happened, though in clear water 
a barrel, which sailors know is as good 
a drag as any, would not have to stand 
the severe test of impact with piers. 

it was 4:0 when “The Nirvanna’’ cast 
off in the yard of the Central Union 
Gas Co. at One Hundred and Thifty- 
eighth street and Locust avenue. There 
was a light easterly breeze which bore 
the balloon, at an elevation of about 
600 feet to the south and west for nearly 
a mile. Then she shot up to about 1500 
feet ang found a current of air from 
the north and east, which put her out 
over the east with a set to the south- 
ward. She followed this course, de- 
scending the while, until she was off 
Eighty-third street and then at an ele- 
vation of about 260 feet the test of the 
sea anchor was made. 

Captured by the Crowd. 

When the anchor was smashed the 
balloon swept in over Eighty-second 
street. The whole neighborhood was 
out and between 1000 and 1500 children 
and a lot of men and women, who 
ought to have known better, reached 
for the drag rope and trailing anchor 
cable and held on. They thought they 
were having the greatest lark of their 
lives. The balloon was a captive and 
the next instant its captors decided to 
pull it down. Dr. Thomas leaned over

Again it was up to Thomas and Knah- 
enshue to lean over the sides of the 
basket and try to make the crowd un- 
derstand that they did»not want to be 
saved. They would probably have been 
there yet had not a policeman appeared 
and cut them loose, 

But the Nirvanna was not through 
with Greenpoint. As she shot up a many} 
grabbed the dragrope and to the horror 
of the aeronauts, promised to make it 
three men in a balloon instead of two. 
When the butter-in was dangling about 
ten feet from the ground a tree got in 
the way and the balloon slammed him 
up in its branches and left him there. 


Bumped Into a House. 


The aeronauts’ attention had been di- 
verted by the fellow at the end of the 
dragrope and the next thing they «new 


the gable of a house was trying to dump 
them out of their basket. They sprang 
to the ballast bags, but too late. A_ fire 
alarm wire was in the way and the Nir- 
vanna paused with a jolt. 

The wire broke with a twang and the~ 
greenpoint must have thought it was 
raining sand. The aeronauts put it 
overboard in a shower. They did not 
care where they went so long as they got 
away from Greenpoint. 

As the balloon reached a height of 
about 2000 feet a strong breeze from the 
north and east picked her up and sent 
her down until she was over the Brook- 
lyn. navy yard. There anew current, 
this time from the westward, came along 
and sent her gliding eastward and over 
East New York. 

When they had reached this_ point 
Thomas and Knabenshue thought it 
would be a good thing to head for Coney 
Island and make a landing there. They 
held a course due east for about a mile 
and then let out some gas and dropped 
from 2000 feet elevation to 1000. where 
they found a northeast breeze. 

Rising or falling back this way or 
“tacking’’ the balloon did handsomely 
for nearly an hour and then the air 
sailors discovered that their gas supply 
was running low and that little ballast 
was left. 

The Nirvanna settled as fairly as a 
bird at about 7:47 o'clock in the rear of 
a house at Flatbush.. A thousand per- 
sons greeted her, and no less than 29 
automobiles, among which was Dr. 
Thomas’ own, with Mrs. Thomas, with 
their. little son. Odin, and his brother- 
in-law. They had kept track of his 
course al] the way from the Bronx.
